AT FORTS AT NAMUR 


Wounded Beloian* Say This and Ef- 


fectiveness of German Long 


Range Guns Brought Defeat.

The pot is calling the kettle black 
and the kettle retaliates. Lies are 
passed with as much equanimity as 
taoush it was only an incident in the, 
great game and the eyes of the people 
are being opened to the fact that La- 
Follette will stop at nothing to defeat 
McGovern and elect Morris, and Mc-

THOUGHT AND WAR. 


.One gleam ot hope piercing 
the 


chick cloud ol battle that obscures the 
lace of Europe ir the possibility that 
on the scene of countless wars war 
Is now dying a horrible death. If war 
is In its death throe, the cost in hu- 
man suffering, fearful though it is to 
contemplate, cannot be deemed in 
vain. And meantime the war is per- 
forming one great service: it is forc- 
ing the world to do what it has seldom 
done before—think. One of the wits 
of 
late 
Victorian England said: 


"Thought is in its essence destructive. 
Nothing can endure being thousht 
about." That to which the world is 
now applying the destructive test of 
thought Is precisely -war. 
There are many exaggerations as to 


the number of men that are available 
for service in the armies of the vari- 
ous contesting nations. In this con- 
nection it should be pointed out that 
the total number of soldiers that are 
really effective in France or Germany 
is exaggerated. Any such estimate as 
6 000,000 for the Germans would be 
absurd 
That woula represent 
one 


out of ten of the total inhabitants o! 
the country, and would assume that 
all the grown men were capable o 
bearing arms. 
' 
Even in efficient 
and voluntarj 


armies, up to their full strength, a 
company commander with one hundred 
and four men, on paper, is lucky »f he 
^an show eighty effective on parade. 
But under conscription the quality is 
far inferior to this; with the conse- 
ouence that the actual fighting men 
are probably 40 per cent below even 
the staff paper estimates. 
It is to be noted that 
European 


authorities are speaking of a long war. 
These are military men, like Lord 
Kitchener. They are not financiers or 
economists. What is likely to stop 
this war, in the not far distant future, 
is not bayonets, but bankruptcy; hun- 
ger, and not horse artillery.
